And on the maternal line all the Ab- 
dallah princesses that were mingled in 
the uni<|ac jiedigree of Hon. W'. H. 
Miller’s buggy mare, which Matt i’ort- 
man. Judge SauHey and Turfman t'ook 
pronounceii unrivaUsl. "The Wild Man 
of Bomet)’’ was half brother of ’'V^ ild 
/.ingarelle," the grandeat picture of a 
home standing in an Imixising attitude, 
looking far away, lever saw. My Ik*su- 
liful and fieerless iron gray ! A. Galla- 
tin Talbot was the nearest approach to 
the Wild Man of Borneo I ever saw and 
he was said by a nuist beautiful and 
accomplished woman, at the front gate 
of whose stately mansion he used to 
stand, proudly |>awing the earth, while 
his gallant rider prolonged his visit, 
lias Washington on a similar occasion. 
By Invitation of the Hariiem, I have 
seen Ten Bro»*ck, I-ongfellow, lAwpold 
and I’owhatan at their home. 1 have 
read of Gen. Taylor’s "tiUI Whity" at 
IVilo Alto and iteuna Vista, and the

Hansford, saw him the day he was fa- 
tally hurt ami said he was the ftn««st 
horse be ever saw. The gallant old 
chieftain, Baron Kenneily, ami I. min- 
gled our team together over his bier, 
knowing full well we should never gate 
uis.n his like ogam. If he were alive 1 
would not excljange him for the famous 
Pegassut, on whose tiack the |M>eta of 
old took their lofty arial Mights over 
Mount Caucassat. He was gentle and 
fearless, mild and courageous. No 
train, no automobile struck the least 
terror to his daunth-ss spirit. When 
permitted to try his s|>e«<ti, Irc-s. Melils, 
flocks and herds and all animate and 
inanimate things ap|Kare<l to In- wildly 
rushing to the rear to escaius the Hc>et 
hoofs of the flying steed, and to the ri- 
der in buggy tiehind him, even in the 
stilled day. the rushing wind s«*emed 
like a rushing tornado ! Nature with 
all her elements of beauty, siieeil, sym- 
metry anti form combined that all the 
wtirltl might rise up and say: "Behtdd 

a horse !" How did the fatal castro- 
|»he hapiH-n T The Wild Man of Borneo 
was quietly grazing in the yani anil a 
great herd of brood mares came wildly 
rushiiig up from the (lasturo and he at- 
tempted to go over a high picket fence 
and was em|>aled u|H>n the top and re- 
ceived the wound, of which ho died. 
Could the shield of skill and the buckler 
of science availi-d aguinst such a dead- 
I y wound he would not have died, for 
ho was attended by one of the most 
skilletl doctors in all tho land. After 
lingering a few days he walked to the 
yard gate, looked longingly toward 
Prsacheraville and then a long, linger- 
ing look towanl Crab Urchard, walked 
deliberately back and lay down near 
the house and diet! without a struggle. 
Lord Byron, the groat poet, once swam 
a prong of the sea t«i got to his lady 
love and the jioor horse with such an 
illustrious example before him can not 
be severely censured for tmking his wild 
and fatal leap.

Butter Factory for Stanford. 

Co-opcrstive institution that will bea 
great relief to dairy farming. Better 
prices for product. 

Messrs, Jones snd Bancroft, repre- 
senting the Chicago Building and Man- 
ufacturing Co., are canvassing our bus- 
iness men and farmers in regard to the 
establishment of a creamery in Stan- 
ford on the KIgin system of manufact- 
uring flutter, shipping cream, etc. We 
see no reason why such an institution 
should not be a good industry for this 
community. Other towns support en- 
terprises of this kind ami they prove a 
great help in kei'piiig up the hiisiness 
of the town. The pru|MMed plant will 
be e<|uip|>ed with the latest improved 
machinery and appliances, the seiiare- 
tur having a capacity of seiiarating the 
cream from (lounds of milk jier 
hour. The improved machinery and the 
ways of conducting and o|ierating 
creameries are entirely different from 
the old system of cream gathered 
creameries, where the farmers had 
cream cans and raised the cream at 
home under the setting or gravity sys- 
tem, lousing one (sHind of butter to ev- 
ery lOU pounds of milk that ran be gain- 
ed by sending the same amount to the 
factory and having it put through the 
aeiwrator. The skimmed milk retumeti 
to the farmer will be sterilised, which 
remains sweet, thereby containing more 
nutriment for feeding than sour milk 
with all the cream left in after skim- 
ming and making butter at home. 

Why the ae|iarator system makes 
rows pay: Simply by making more 
butter from the same amount of milk, 
which brings more |mt pound, as it ran 
be ri|M>nisi easily at the factory. By 
the separator all the cream is extract- 
ed from the milk and all the butter b 
obtained from the cream and the re- 
sulta are fully per cent, greater than 
can be obtained by home churning. 
Again the separator ex|>els from the 
cream all the impuritiea that may be 
in the milk, thus enabling the factory 
to produce tine, "gilt-csiged" butter of 
long-keeping qualities, (lerfectly uni- 
form in color, setting, Havur and grain. 
FIgin butter always commamb a ready 
cash sale of from lUi- to I’Jc mure per 
pound than the average country butter. 

A plant of this kind would put in cir- 
culation each month among our farm- 
ing community sc-veral thousand dollara, 
creating a better rash trade among the 
business men of the town, build up and 
enhance the price of land and also en- 
hance the price of cows. 

The plan of oiwrating Die plant will 
Ih< purely ro-op<-rative, no one owning 
but one sliare (tlisi) and nothing to be 
)>aid until the plant is rompleteil and 
ready for o|M‘rstion. We notice a mim- 
lier of our business men and farmi rs 
sulsu-nbetl sh:trt>s of stock to the same 
which strongly isiints to a plant of tins 
kind for Stanford in the near future. 
The ulsive gentlemen have built during 
the post year plants at Shelbyville. 
Tayloravilie, Bloomfield, Wilmore and 
other jsilnts, ,md at this time they arc 
building plants at Daint Lick, laincas- 
ter snti Bowling Green. This b an en- 
terprise our iieople should encourage 
and not let go by.

to $41,000,000; the loans and discounU 
increased $.3»4,000,000, and the increase 
in the total resources was |617,00t),000.
